(Genesis 17:21) means that God's 
covenant is with Isaac only. But 
The hebrew word 'et' (n?vi) can be 
translated as 'Together with' (like 
the arabic word: Ma'a) = together 
with Isaac AND Ishmael. This is 
because the context of discussion 
is Abraham praying about Ishmael 

Now it makes sense, as Ishmael 
was circumcised as a sign for 
the covenant so the covenant was 
with Isaac and Ishmael together!

Muhammad means "Praised one"in Arabic and "Loved one" in Hebrew. 


The Targums understood the Book to be talking about some Past events; 
like the Jewish exodus, and the future like the coming of the Messiah. 
However we find the book predicting Prophet Muhammad very clearly. 
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Muhammad God's Messenger 
mentioned in the Bible (1):

Kedar* is the Hijaz (western Arabia)

While others reject it. (Quran 13:36) 

The people of Sela are the people of 
Madinah. Mountain Sela one 

of the famous mountains in Madinah 
and the song "Tala al Badru alayna" was 
sang by the people of Madinah when 
Prophet Muhammad left Makkah and 
entered Madinah. 

A phrase from the song praising the 
Lord/Master Prophet is: "The shining 
moon has come to us. "
